ARTICLE XXVIII. 


N the yeare 660.5, Lan- 
dry the 28. Bishope of Pa- 
ris, in the raigne of kinge 
Clouis the ſecond , was the 
firſt who putr a hand to this 
holie worke,now called Gods 
houſe , where he nourished 
the poore out of his owne re- 
uenus. This we find recorded 
—in theſe tearmes : S. Landry 
commanded the Hoſpitall', 
commonly called the houſe 
of God. , to be built neere 
F 9 —- 
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tayned the poore out of his 
- owne ſtocke. 


In the yeare 1258. (accor- 


ding to Gaguin ) S. Lovis 
kinge of France, imployed a 


great ſumme , to inlarge the | 


faid Hoſpitall , and to aug- 
ment the reuenus therof, as 
faith William Nangis in his 
life. | 

The Chapell was built by

A maſter changeur of good fame 4

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was afterward Cardinall, and 
Legate in France, made this 
Hoſpitall be verie much am- 
plified, by the addition of one 
ſpacious Roome which is cal- 
led the Legates Hall. He gaue 
withall a great ſubſtance to ' 
maintayne the poore of the 
place, the Religious women, 
who ſerue them : and the ſur- 
geons, DoQours, andto buy 
Phylicke. 

In the yeare 1602. kinge 
Henry the greate, cauſed the 
greate and litle Hall of S. 
Thomas tobereedified. They 
were begunthe foreſaid yeare 
and vere finished in the yeare 
1606.togeither with the three 
mathe pillers which were ray- 
ſed out of the riuer. 

Thus by many hands, and 


a 
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ſundrie additionall ende-* 


uours , at divers tymes, it 
grew vp at length into a huge 
bulke : yet for all that, it was 
neither anſwerable to their 
large hartes, who haue the 
care of it, nor to the vaſte 
number of the poore and nee- 
die which continually ſuper- 
.abounds. What did proui- 
dent and vaſte charitie, which 
will be confined within noe 
bounds, ſuggeſt in theſe ſtrai- 
ttes? Marrie, wheras the land 
_ could allowe them noe elbo- 
roome ,the place being limi- 
ted on all ſides ( to witt with 


twoſtreetes,ourladys church, ... 


and the river ) {they forced 
the riuer to afford them place 
making a bridge ouer the 


backe of it ,vpon which they 
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' haue gaynedafaire,large,and 
longe gallerie , and by that 
againe,they diſcouereda way 
opentoa greater inlargemet: 
for hauing purchaced a com- 
panic of old buildings on the 
other ſide of the water, they 
rayſed vpon- their ruines a 
ſtately vyaſte,and cuen a royall 
quarter , conſiſting of three 
moſtſpaciousHalts,all ofhew- 
en ſtone. Nor are theſe and 
the old halls diuided by the 
riuer, but it is euen it,which 
affords a faire large court in 
the middle of them; which is 
noe leſſe agreeable to the eye 
then vſefull for the ficke to

Truth 
out of the Apoſtles mouth, 
puts is out of doubt, the paf- 
ſrons, aflictions,or ſufferances 
of this tyme , are not condigne,or 
any way comparable, to the 
greatneſle of che future plorie 
which shall be rvewealed in 'vs.
